The crowd which gathered In tin 


Place de la Concorde numbered 15,000 
persons, while as many more thronged 
the Champs Elysees, The clerical anil 
anti-clerical forces about equally dl 
vldcd the gatherings. 
The former 


were distinguishable by the red, white 
and blue paper flowers which they 
wore, while the latter sported red 
eglantines. 
' 


Keep Crowds Moving. 


Though many fights occurred, they 


never became general, nor was any 
person seriously Injured. 
An Impos- 


Inf force of police and mounted munic- 
ipal guard 
had 
much • trouble 
In 


keeping the manlfcstants constantly 
moving and at times they wore forced 
to charge to prevent the crowd be- 
coming too dense. 


On the whole, the crowds were good 


natured, and mainly confined them- 
selves to shouting "Liberty! Liberty!" 
"Long live the sisters!" and "Wo want 
the Bisters!" To which the anti-cleri- 
cals replied:: "Vivo lo republlque!" 
and "Down with the priests!" The oc- 
casional appearance of a priest was a 
signal for much hooting and several 
•fights were due to their presence. 


Women Clash. 


A striking feature of the manifesta- 


tions was, the larpo number of women, 
many of them well dressed, who ac- 
tively participated. Nor were these 
all clerical In their sympathies,' for 
the anti-clerical women were also out 
In strong force and they occasionally 
mado things lively for their clerical 
sisters, whom the police had some 
difficulty in protecting.

stance a detachment 
of

guards had to rescue ' throe

dressed women from the hands of a 
group of socialist women who were 
bent on mobbing them.

anti-clericals. 


Hy 7 o'clock, p. m. tho crowd began 


to thin out. and an hour later the 
Tlace do la Concorde and the Champs 
•Elysees had resumed their customary 
appearance.

the dispersal of 
the 
manltoslants. 


About 100 arrests wore mad*. 


The fact ,tliat throughout the day

Implored Dr. Evans to brine the 
girl to life and then, suddenly remem- 
bering the scandal of It all, told 'Dr.
